from the discusion. of such a question it 
would be possible wholly to eliminate 
political partisanship.

believe, as we all must when we think 
•fcriously of the subject, Unit the proper 
aim of the party system is'after all 
simply to subserve the public good, can- 
not but hope that where such partisan- 
ship on a matter of this kind conflicts 
with the public'good it shall at least be 
minimized. W h a t ' w e 
really need 
in 


this country is to treat 'the tariff as a 
business proposition, and- not from the 
standpoint of the temporary needs of 
any political party. 


"It surely ought not to be necesary to 
well upon' the extreme unwisdom; from 


business standpoint, from the stand- 


.oint of national prosperity, of violent 
nd radical changes amounting to the di- 
•ct upsetting of tariff policies at inter- 
als of every few years.

That the machinery exists for turning 
out the policy above outlined I am very 
certain, if only our people will make up 
their minds that the health of the com- 
munity will be subserved by treating the 
whole'question primarily from the stand-, 
point of the business interests of the en- 
tire country, rather, than from t"he stand- 
point of the fancied interests of any 
group of politicians.

SWKKPING CHANGES DISASTROUS. 


'•Continual sweeping changes in such a 


nrilT, touching so intimately the com- 
lercial interests of the nation, which 
lands as one of the two or three great- 
st ill the whole industrial world, ean- 
lot but'be disastrous. Yet. on the oth-^ 
r hand, where the industrial needs afj 
.he nation shift as rapidly as tliey'Mo;. 
vit-h us,'it is n matter of prime impbiv. 
unco that we should be able to -read,-' 
list our economic policy as rapidly-Vas 
>ossible and with as little friction "as' 
lossihle to these needs. 
\.-- 


"\Vc need a scheme which will enable 
to provide a reapplication of the prin- 
»le • to the changed 
conditions. 
The 


problem, therefore, 
is to devise some 


ilau by which these shifting needs can 
ie recognized, and the necessary read- 
justment 
of duties- provided without 


orcing the entire business community, 
nd therefore the entire nation, to sub- 
nit to a violent surgical operation, the 
mere threat of which, would probably 
mralyze for a considerable time all the 
industries of the .country. Such radical 
action might very readily reproduce the 
•onditions from which we suffered nine 
years ago, in 1803. 


ft is on every account most earnestly 


to be hoped that this problem can be 
solved in some manner into which parti- 
sanship shall enter as a purely secondary 
consideration, if at all; that is, in some 
manner which shall provide for an eirrn- 
est effort by non-partisan inquiry and 
action to secure any changes the need of 
which is indicated by the effect found 
to proceed from a given rate of duty on 
a given article: its effect, if any, as re- 
gards the creation of a substantial mon- 
opoly; its effect upon domestic prices, 
upon the revenue of the government, up- 
on importations from abroad, upon home 
production, and upon consumption. 
MUST CORRECT IRREGULARITIES. 
"In other words, we need to devise 


some machinery by which, while perse- 
vering in the policy of a protective tar- 
iff, in which I think the nation as a 
whole has now generally acquiesced, we 
would be able to correct the irregulari- 
ties an(l remove the incongruities pro- 
duced by the changing conditions with- 
out destroying the whole structure. Such 
machinery would permit us to continue 
out definitely settler tarilT policy, while 
providing for the changes in duties up- 
on particular schedules which must in- 
evitably and necessarily take place from 
time to time as matters of legislative 
and administrative detail. 


•'This would secure the needed stabil- 


ity of economic policy, which is a. prime 
fa'etcr in our industrial success, while 
doing awav with any tendency to fossil- 
ization. It would recognize-.the fact that

It 
is positive then that good sense would 
not deprive such interests as have not 
entered the trusts of tariff protection in 
order that sonic bigger fellow should go 
smashed. 


Of course the assertions of the presi- 


dent that some trusts are beneficial and 
others not, that good trusts and bad 
trusts exists, is hardly to be disputed, 
and he docs not claim that therefore, the 
bad trusts arc to be .permitted to ravage 
the country. 
He would control all 


trusts just the same, through a constitu- 
tional provision, one requirement being 
that of publicity, and another of govern- 
mental control. But the more fact of 
requirement to give figures to the pub- 
lic is not so much of itself, since the rail- 
ways who hifvc made trusts only possi- 
ble" by their freight discriminations and 
which no public man yet has included in 
his remedies, even the president, is al- 
wnvs free to S'vc their figures of traffic 
and organization 
publicity, 
and it is 


something to the purpose. 


It is true, as the president says in his 


Cincinnati speech, that to deprive somo 
trust of tariff protection would not nec- 
essarily drive that trust out of existence, 
since .trusts rely much upon discrimina- 
tive freights and the unrestricted power 
so far in resorting to odious discrimina- 
tions in selling goods to such as refuse 
to obey their orders or buy of them, just 
plain business conspiracies in trade, 
though the president does not say this 
last maybe he means it. But the de-

producer and manufacturer

to a certainty, so it is true the removal 
of the tariff is not nrcessarily a removal 
of the trust.

AX OLD A«E PEXSIOX.

Ex-Comptroller of the Currency Chas, 


G. Dawes, turned dowTi by Illinois Re- 
publicans for the senatorship, is still yet 
active in the interests of the people. He 
possesses some ideas upon the finances 
that rather opposes the theories-' of 
some financiers'who believe the, more 
sacred things are, tho better for the 
financiers, inferentially 'the 
worse for 


the people; also lie opposes schemes by 
which agile financiers may afr their pleas- 
ure manipulate things ' exclusively to 
suit them.

O.ther cows do 
not leak until tbe. udder is well dis- 
tended and they lie down, forcing the 
milk out in a stream aud making quite 
a puddle of milk On the ground or floor. 
Sometimes the close observer will de- 
tect this.

Is the habit of sucking other cows or, 
.worso still, of sucking themselves. My 


' advice la never to buy such a cow un- 


der any circumstances if one can de- 
tect the fault.

als of every few years. A nation like 
urs can adjust its business after a fash- 
on to any kind of a -tariff., But'neither 


nation nor any other can stand the; 


uinmis policy of^read^us^ting Us business^ 
,0_i:adieaT' changes in the tariff at short 
ntervals. This is more true now-than 
rer it .was before, for owing to the im- 
lensc extent and variety of our products 
he tariff schedules of today carry rates 
f duty on more than four thousand ar- 
iclcs. 
SWEEPING CHANGES DISASTROUS. 


"Continual sweeping changes in such a 


arifF, touching so intimately the com- 
mercial interests of the nation, which 
lands as one of the two or three great- 
st in the whole industrial world, can- 
not but be disastrous. Yet, on the oth- 
r hand, where the industrial need of 
he nation shift as rapidly as thev do 
vit-h us, it is a matter of prime impor 
.ance that we should be able to read 
ust our economic policy as rapidly as 
lossible and with as little friction as 
possible to these needs. 


"We need a scheme which will enable 
s to provide a reapplication of the pnn 


ciple • to the changed conditions. 
The 


>roblem, therefore, 
is to devise some 


>lan by which these shifting needs can 
ie recognized, and the necessary read- 
ustment 
of duties provided without 


:orcing the entire business community, 
ind therefore the entire nation, to sub- 
mit to a violent surgical operation, the 
mere threat of which, would probably 
jaralyze for a considerable time all the 
.ndustries of the country. Such radical 
action might very readily reproduce the 
conditions from which we suffered nine 
years ago, in 1803. 


It is on every account most earnestly 


to be hoped that this problem can be 
solved in some manner into which parti- 
sanship shall enter as a purely secondary 


and our tariff policy is designed to favor 
the interests of the-nation as a whole, 
and not those of any particular set of 
individuals, save as' an incident to their 
building up of national .well-being.

FAVORS EXPERT INQUIRY. 


There are two or three' different 


methods by which it will be possible' to. 
provide such readjustment without .any 
shock to the business world.-' My • per- 
sonal preferences would be for 
action 


vhich should be taken only after pre-. 
liminary inquiry by and upon the find- 
ings of a body of experts of such high 
character and ability that they could 
be trusted to deal wifh the subject pure- 
ly from the standpoint of our business 
and industrial needs; but, of course, con- 
gress would have to determine', for itself 
the exact method to be followed. 


"The: executive has at its' command 


the. means for' gathering most of the nec- 
essary data, and can act whenever it is 
the desire of congress that it: should act. 
That the machinery exists for turning 
out the policy above outlined I am very 
certain, if only our people will make up 
their minds that the health of the com- 
munity will be subserved by treating the 
whole question primarily from the stand-, 
point of the business interests of the en- 
tire country, rather, than fram the stand- 
point of the fancied interests of any 
group of politicians. 


."Of course, in making any changes, 


..we1 should have to proceed in accordance

consideration, if at all; that is, in some 
manner which shall provide for an ea*rn- 
est effort by non-partisan inquiry and 
action to secure any changes the need of 
which is indicated by the effect found 
to proceed from a given rate of duty on 
a given article; its effect, if any, as re- 
gards the creation of a substantial mon- 
opoly; its effect upon domestic prices, 
upon the revenue of the government, up- 
on importations from abroad, upon home 
production, and upon consumption. 
MUST CORRECT IRREGULARITIES. 
"In other words, we need to devise 


some machinery by which, while perse- 
vering in the policy of a protective tar 


iff, in which I think the nation as a 
whole has now generally acquiesced, we 
would be able to- correct the irregulari- 
ties and remove the incongruities pro 
duced by the changing conditions with- 
out destroying the whole structure. Such 
machinery would permit us to continue 
out definitely settler tariff policy, while 
providing for the changes in duties up- 
on particular schedules which must in: 


evitably and necessarily take place from 
time to time s-S matters of legislative 
and administrative detail. 


"This would secure the needed stabil- 


ity of economic policy, which is a prime 
factor in our industrial success, whiie 
doing away with any tendency to fossil- 
ization. It would recognize,the fact thai 


I as our needs shift it may be found ad 


fa-voWSdr/determiwation to protect the in- 
'terests'-of the;American producer, be he 
business, man, wage worker or farmer. 


MUST PROTECT WORKLVGMEX. 
"The. one consideration which must 


never be. omitted in a tariff change is the

The president was on his way to Chi- 


cago and Milwauke and in those cities 
preparations had been made to receive 
the distinguished visitor, and the unex- 
pected news came as a great surprise to 
the citizens of the lake shore as well as 
the rest of the country. 


Tt is stated there is no danger what- 


ever feared, only that the operation was 
necessary that blood poisoning from the 
wound did not set in. The country will 
sincerely hope President Roosevelt will 
bo quickly restored to full health.

There is no good in vindicative action 


and the necessary supervision and con-

is slow work 
amending 


the constitution, but 
he thinks 
such 


must come as 
and discussion. But even without such 
amendment much can be done, by law; 
the first requisite being publicity; other 
evils in train would be perhaps met with 
and these can be grappled 
with and 


cured by legislative 
action. 
The coun- 


try must not be daunted by the size of 
the problem: nor fear to undertake it. 
Then 
our industrial corporations 
arc 


paid a compliment. He says: "The mar- 
velous prosperity we have been enjoying 
for the past few years has been due 
primarily to the high, average of hon- 
esty, thrift, and business capacity among 
our people as a whole; but some of 
it 


has also been due to the ability of the 
men who are the industrial leaders of 
the nation. In securing just and fair 
dealing by -these men, let us remember 
•to do them justice in return, and this 
not only because it is our duty, but be- 
causo it is our interest; not only for 
their sakes. but for ours.

The addresses of the president 
since 


starting on his western trip bear a dis- 
tinct tinting from those of earlier date 
upon the tariff and trust question. It is 
not that the president has changed his 
attitude but more deflnitcness is now 
evident and his position towards trusts 
made more clear. The course of Speaker 
Henderson necessitated 
either 
more 


stress or less stress on certain points, 
and now that it is assured the speaker 
has not thrown, as it were, the procession 
ofT the track, and that very possibly the 
party may ask for his retirement even 
as speaker in the last half of the session, 
since he lias made it such a matter 
of 


principle, the president 
marks out the 


indicated course of his party with clear- 
ness and unmistafceable positivcriess. 


The tariff is not that of free trade 


which will tackle the trust evil. Tariff 
schedules are not sacred 
fetiches 
and 


are subject 
to change. These changes 


can take care of excrescences, and if 
trusts strike a barrier in such changes, 
the worst for the trusts. It 
is • clear, 


says the president, that if the tariff 
is 


taken entirely off some trust made arti- 
cle, all the smaller interests in the coun- 
try relying upon the tariff 
protection 


are hit far worse than is the trust. It 
is positive thon that good sense would 
not deprive such interests as have not 
entered the tm.-ts of tariff protection in 
order that some bigger fellow should go 
smashed. 


Of course the assertions of the presi- 


dent that some trusts are beneficial and 
others not, that good trusts and bad 
trusts exists, is hardly to 
be disputed, 


and he does not claim that therefore, ttic 
bad trusts are to be.permitted to ravage 
the 
country. 
He would control all 


trusts just the same, through a constitu- 
tional provision, one requirement being 
that of publicity, and another of govern- 
mental control. But the mere 
fact of 


requirement to give figures to the pub- 
lic is not so much of itself, since the rail- 
ways who ha*ve made trusts on]y possi- 
ble by their freight discriminations and 
which no public man yet has included in 
his remedies, even the president, is al- 
ways free to give their figures of traffic 
and organization 
publicity, 


something to the purpose. 


and it is 


It is true, as the president says in his 


Cincinnati speech, that to deprive some 
trust of tariff protection would not nec- 
essarily drive that trust out of existence, 
since trusts rely much upon discrimina- 
tive freights and the unrestricted power 
so far in resorting to orlious discrimina- 
tions in selling goods to such as refuse 
to obey their orders or buy of them, just 
p!ain business conspiracies in trade, 
though the president does not say this 
last maybe he means it. But the de- 
prival of tariff 
protection 
to trusts 


would be to deprive every independent 
producer and manufacturer 
of business 


' to a certainty, so it is true the removal 


of the-tariff is not necessarily a removal 
of the trust. But, says tho president 
bravely, the government must control 
the trusts. The erils are such attendant 
unoa 
over-capitalization 
sufficient 
to 


warrant i far closer 
supervision and 


control over great corporations, -but in- 
telligent action is required, not haste to 
be regretted at leisure. He thinks some 
corporations that have been handled 
honestly and fairly are but natural evo- 
lutions and so far from an evil are a 
benefit and make for the general pros- 
perity. We must not wish to destroy 


AX OLD AfJE PEN5IOX. 


That an organized movement' would 


be started sooner or later looking to- 
wards the government giving 
old age 


pensions was regarded 
a-s certain by 


such of the public as had watched 
the 


gradually closing in of the lines by the 
corporations as well as the general ten- 
dency against the employment of men 
over forty or so. This is not to say 
men of this age or even older had been 
or would be rftircd, but some corpora- 
tions have proceeded to retire employes 
who have reached a certain age, while 
these and others will not give work to 
applicants much over 35. It is all true 
in the factories, in the shops and other 
lines of labor are men who have passed 
the middle age, but when such men lose 
their employment, there 
is no lack of 


testimony to prove how exceedingly dif- 
ficult it is to secure another place. 


When one public-department at Wash- 


ington itself not so long since plainly in- 
timated men with .a length of service of 
over five years were not desirable, fault 
can hardly be found with labor organiza 
tions who certainly took keen notice of

such employes, but in such bureaus the 
public may take notice men of mature 
years stand very little chance.

DAWES, 


Ex-Comptroller of the Currency 'Chas. 


G. Dawes, turned down by Illinois Re- 
publicans for the senatorshipi is still yet 
active in the interests of the people. He 
possesses some ideas upon the finances 
that rather opposes the theories-- of 
some financiers who believe the) more 
sacred things are, tie better for the 
financiers, inferentialiy 'the 
worse for 


the people; also he opposes schemes by 
which agile financiers may at their pleas- 
ure manipulate things 
exclusively 
to 


suit them. One of these projects enab- 
ling financiers to arrange the finances of 
the country, and of their own particular 
schemes to fix things, is that of asset 
note banking and of huge central banks. 


These two things Mr. Dnwes has 


fought with great vigor and 
determina- 


tion. It was through his efforts the pres- 
ident at that time as well as congress { 
turned down the asset scheme, and it 
has been largely through his continued 
efforts Hint the west has seen the truer 
light. 
However, 
the 
ex-comptroller 


thinks it necessary we should have some 
system permitting more elasticity than 
the present system and to this end ad- 
vocates the use of an asset 
currency, 


which will be similar to the clearing 
house certificates that New York 
city 


bankers resorted to so successfully dur- 
ing a financial stringency some few years 
ago. and is utilized now when occasion 
demands. 
. He refers more particularly to the ne- 
cessity arising during the period of crop 
movements, and he says in a late address 
before the Chicago Credit Men's associa- 
tion: 


"There is a great and ever recurring 


need for an elastic currency which can 
be used as an asset to meet such emer- 
gencies as the one which now presents it- 
self," said Mr. Dawes. "We need what I 
may call an emergency currency to les- 
sen the annual difficulties at crop moving 
•time, and which can be retired when it 
has performed its sen-ice without dis- 
turbing business. 


"I do not believe it Js possible under' 
ur present banking laws to have an 
sset currency of this description, and 
ongress will face a difficult

•ban it undertakes to enact the neces- 
ary reform in our banking system. -'-It 
would be a, great mistake, to pass any 


w like the bill which has been under 
onsideration. The danger of an inflation 
f our currency is too great to admit of 
:ic consideration of that plan. 


:My belief is that an asset currency 


omething like the clearing house certi- 
cates adopted by the New York banks 
vould meet the emergency satisfactorily. 
Vhat we need in the way of legislation 


a simple, definite . and direct law 


vhich can be easilv understood by 
all.

agents visiting our country in search of 
information has lead to .the advice of 
an eastern publication that it will be 
well for onr. manufacturers to .keep 
their doors closed against these visitors, 
or else better guarded. The fact is cited 
that the English manufacturers keep 
their trade secrets very 
close 
indeed, 


and American visitors are not 
shown 


everywhere 
around the works 
and 


everything connected with the works as 
is done by some of our 
manufacturers 


to their* foreign visitors. 
There are 


comparatively 'few trade secrets in this 
country and in fact the only protection 
is a patent, and only too often these are 
invalidated through . different 
methods 


and it is' probably for this reason any 
visitor can. get shown nround through 
every department.

profited by these visits and the adoption 
of American machinery and that where 
the English workman has been fortified 
by American information and improved 
machinery he makes a truly formidable 
workman, improving upon his American 
cousin. It is very possible \vn*n these 
foreigners fully wake up to the lact that 
this country has passed them in the race 
for 
supremacy everywhere in Europe

gage more in the ocean carrying 
trade, 


and this they have largely 
left 
to for- 


eigners. Then again the cost in the past 
of building ocean vessels on this side has 
exceeded that in Europe and the addi- 
tional cause that the cost of running 
these ocean vessels has materially 
ex- 


ceeded that of the foreigners. But it may 
be suspected that much more of the for- 
eign freight money rc-cntcrs into Ameri- 
can pockets than has ben credited. 


Various remedies have been sought

jects says: Careful breeding-find inher- 
ited excellence may be set to naught 
by'insufflcient or unsuitable feed, eyen 
for a brief period. The successful dai- 
ryman will carefully provide in ad- 
vance for the feed supply during every 
month of the entire year. Too frequent 
provision is made only for the winter 
months. The severest test sometimes 
comes in midsummer rather than in 
midwinter, when the tendency appears 
to be to trust to chance and let the 
dairy cow take the season's feed sup- 
ply as it comes. The milk supply of 
the average creamery falls off more 
rapidly on pasture in "dog days" than 
in the midst of winter. Milk yield lost 
by the herd at any season of the year 
can never be fully regained. The en- 
tire subsequent yield during any pe- 
riod' of location will be mainly gov- 
erned by the extent of the decline dur- 
ng an unfavorable period. The dairy 
herd that makes the best yield must 
hav» no adverse periods at any time. 
It is the evenly sustained yield rather 
than the sudden spurt that determines 
ie year's total.
